The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

The basis for the allowability is : 

Prior art of record does not teach forming first and second switching elements on a 
semiconductor substrate, forming an interlayer insulating layer covering the first and second 
switching elements, forming first and second contact plugs in the interlayer insulating layer, the 
first and second contact plugs being coupled to the first and second switching elements, 
respectively, forming, on the interlayer insulating layer, capacitors where a lower electrode 
coupled to the first contact plug, a first ferroelectric layer, a middle electrode, a second 
ferroelectric layer, and an upper electrode are sequentially stacked, forming an insulating layer 
covering the capacitor, the second contact plug, and the interlayer insulating layer; and forming, 
in the insulating layer, an interconnection for connecting the second contact plug to the upper 
electrode.
